Regarding amended independent claim 1 5, the prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest a color conversion member comprising a transparent substrate, two or more 
types of color conversion layers, and a color filter layer, any of the color conversion 
layers have a stepped convex surface toward the transparent substrate and; said color 
filter layer being provided on the transparent substrate side of said any one of the color 
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conversion layers and between said any one of tine color conversion layers and the 
color conversion layers adjacent to said any one of the color conversion layers, together 
with other claim limitations.
